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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a cathodic protection coating 
comprising a binder, conductive carbon material, and the recited sacrificial metal particles, 
wherein: (1) the binder is electrically inactive, and wherein the carbon material are fibers, multi- 
walled or single-walled nanotubes with the recited aspect ratio which are present in an amount 
sufficient to make the coating conductive, and wherein the coating is capable of forming a 
passive galvanic circuit sufficient to protect a metal substrate by the recited means (claim 1); or 
(2) wherein the binder is a pressure sensitive adhesive (claim 7). HOPPE-HOFFLER ET AL 
fails to disclose or suggest the recited carbon fiber or nanotubes; DOWLING fails to disclose the 
electrically inactive binder and the recited passive corrosion protection characteristics; 
BENNETT ET AL (US 4,880,5 17) fails to disclose the recited less noble sacrificial metal 
particles; HUANG ET AL fails to disclose the electrically inactive binder and the recited carbon 
materials and metal particles.
